Although it was made clear in the 
news stories on the subject, it should 
probably be pointed out that the 
court battle involving the Stamford 
Hospital District can have no effect 
on Hamlin’s Hospital District. 
Stamford lost the first round of 
their legal battle with the residents 
in the Southern part of their district. 
It is likely that the issue will go all 
the way to the State Supreme Court 
before it is settled. 
But this is an issue of whether it is 
constitutional to expand the bound­ 
aries of a hospital district and does 
not effect Hamlin. Our district was 
created by the legislature and ap­ 
proved by the voters and therefore is 
just as legal as any other hospital 
district within the state.

Several directors of the Hamlin 
Board of Community Development 
met with Homer Tucker of the Texas 
Rural 
Industrial 
Development 
Commission this past week. And 
about the most notable thing learned 
at the meeting was that there are a 
great many organizations and 
groups just waiting to help com­ 
munities to gain more industry, but 
most of this help is going and will 
continue to go to the communities 
that are trying to help themselves. 
There 
are 
a 
number 
of 
organizations that want to see in­ 
dustry develop in the rural areas, in 
West Texas, in the Big Country or 
just in Texas but all of them want to 
help those communities that make it 
easiest for them. 
The communities that are getting 
new industry are the communities 
that have Industrial Foundations, 
have active industrial teams and 
above all have some people who are 
interested enough to devote some 
time to this job of securing new 
industry. 
When some regional organization 
or firm gets an industrial prospect 
why should they bother with a 
community that has none of this 
when there are a great many 
communities actively seeking in­ 
dustry and have the money and 
manpower needed to take care of the 
prospective industry. 
Hopefully within the next few 
weeks efforts will get underway to 
form an Industrial Foundation here 
in Hamlin. This is apparently the 
first step in any organized effort to 
secure new industry. 
And hopefully out of this step will 
come some people interested enough 
in the project to spend a day in 
Austin with the Texas Industrial 
Commission in learning just how to 
get the balance of the project un­ 
derway. 
As we pointed out in the beginning, 
there are many groups just waiting 
for us to call on them for help but we 
must take the first step. No one is 
going to come in here and do the 
work for us. As with most things 
worthwhile, it takes some effort to 
make things happen. 


Next week is Safe Boating Week in 
Texas and if you spend very much 
time around Texas lakes you know 
that every effort needs to be made to 
get Texans to try a little harder to 
make boating safer. 
In 1973 there were 74 boating 
deaths in Texas and it is surprising 
that there were not more when you

Either they were in­ 
volved in a boat sinking or they 
slipped, tripped or fell into the 
water.

D ear editor: 
As 
ev e ry b o d y 
know s, 
cattlem en a re having a rough 
tim e right now because the 
price of ca ttle h as dropped 
from 30 to 50 per cent in 
recent m onths w hile nearly 
everything else, on the w ings 
of inflation, h as continued to 
go up 
What 
I don’t understand 
about this is why cattlemen 
don’t read the newspapers. 
If they did they’d find out 
how the leaders of the dairy 
industry have handled the 
problem. I f s fairly simple. 
All you do is contribute 
heavily 
to 
practically 
everybody 
in 
Congress, 
whether he owns a milk cow 
or not or has any dairies in his 
district, 
and 
w hatever 
legislation 
you 
want 
thereafter has easy sailing. 
So long as it flows, m ilk 


seems to be as good as oil. 
But that’s just part of it. 
After you get what you want 
you somehow let the word 
leak out that you’ve made all 
those contributions to all 
those 
Congressm en 
and 
higher-ups and, what do you 
know , 
everybody 
starts 
sending the money back, thus 
leaving you in good financial 
shape to contribute to the 
next campaigns. 
It’s sort of a revolving fund 
and 
in 
recent 
weeks 
Congressm en 
have 
been 
returning dairy money faster 
than other government of­ 
ficials have been turning in 
jewels from foreign poten­ 
tates. Everybody ought to 
clean out his vault and his 
conscience every once in a 
while. 
Cattlemen ought to shake 
the sand out of their boots, get 
the dust out of their eyes, and 
catch on. Who knows, if 
they’d been on their toes we 
might, instead of giving away 
atomic secrets to bring peace 
in the Middle East, have been 
getting the same results by 


giving those countries each a 
billion pounds of our surplus 
beef. 
What does a country need 
with atomic secrets when its 
people aren’t getting enough 
to eat? Give em some beef to 
eat and they might figure out 
atomic energy on their own. 
Might even figure out a better 
way to grow crops than with a 
walking plow. 
Of course I understand all 
the Middle East countries 
have signed agreements not 
to use their atomic energy for 
anything except peaceful 
purposes, but with paper as 
high as it is these days it 
could be even truer than ever 
that agreements sometimes 
aren’t worth what they re 
written on. 
Cattlemen ought to learn 
that when you’re in trouble 
you don’t wring your hands, 
you wring Congress’es.

Hot, dry summer weather 
Is here and that means 
following certain practices 
to "stretch” the moisture 
available for your lawn and 
garden. 
"Wise use of available 
moisture helps keep your 
lawn and garden plants 
growing and healthy while at 
the same time reducing the 
amount of irrigation water 
required,” points out Kirby 
Clayton, Jones County Ex­ 
tension agent. 
To start with, Clayton 
suggests a good mulch at 
least two inches deep around 
flowers, shrubs and other

plants

evaporation loss from the soil 
surface, lowers the soil 
temperature, reduces weed 
growth and cuts down (rn soil 
cultivation. Shredded pine 
bark, pine straw wood chips, 
chopped wheat or oat straw 
or other organic matter is 
good for mulching. 
When watering, Clayton 
recommends soaking the soil 
to a depth of 6 to IO indies. Of 
course where the soil surface 
is sloping, watering should be 
reduced to avoid excessive 
runoff.

penetration and provides a 
greater reservoir of moisture 
for plants. This enables 
plants to withstand dry 
weather better than when 
waterings are light and 
frequent. After a thorough 
soaking of the soil, watering 
can be delayed until plants 
begin to wilt.” 
Clayton advises applying 
fertilizer, insecticides or 
fungicides to plants only 
when there is moisture in the 
soil.

‘Solid As A Rock" 
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NEWS AND VIEWS. . . 
Aid What Hove You 


By BOB CRAIG 


Although it was made clear in the 
news stories on the subject, it should 
probably be pointed out that the 
court battle involving the Stamford 
Hospital District can have no effect 
on Hamlin’s Hospital District. 
Stamford lost the first round of 
their legal battle with the residents 
in the Southern part of their district. 
It is likely that the issue will go all 
the way to the State Supreme Court 
before it is settled. 
But this is an issue of whether it is 
constitutional to expand the bound­ 
aries of a hospital district and does 
not effect Hamlin. Our district was 
created by the legislature and ap­ 
proved by the voters and therefore is 
just as legal as any other hospital 
district within the state. 
Several directors of the Hamlin 
Board of Community Development 
met with Homer Tucker of the Texas 
Rural 
Industrial 
Development 
Commission this past week. And 
about the most notable thing learned 
at the meeting was that there are a 
great many organizations and 
groups just waiting to help com­ 
munities to gain more industry, but 
most of this help is going and will 
continue to go to the communities 
that are trying to help themselves. 
There 
are 
a 
number 
of 
organizations that want to see in­ 
dustry develop in the rural areas, in 
West Texas, in the Big Country or 
just in Texas but all of them want to 
help those communities that make it 
easiest for them. 
The communities that are getting 
new industry are the communities 
that have Industrial Foundations, 
have active industrial teams and 
above all have some people who are 
interested enough to devote some 
time to this job of securing new 
industry. 
When some regional organization 
or firm gets an industrial prospect 
why should they bother with a 
community that has none of this 
when there are a great many 
communities actively seeking in­ 
dustry and have the money and 
manpower needed to take care of the 
prospective industry. 
Hopefully within the next few 
weeks efforts will get underway to 
form an Industrial Foundation here 
in Hamlin. This is apparently the 
first step in any organized effort to 
secure new industry. 
And hopefully out of this step will 
come some people interested enough 
in the project to spend a day in 
Austin with the Texas Industrial 
Commission in learning just how to 
get the balance of the project un­ 
derway. 
As we pointed out in the beginning, 
there are many groups just waiting 
for us to call on them for help but we 
must take the first step. No one is 
going to come in here and do the 
work for us. As with most things 
worthwhile, it takes some effort to 
make things happen. 


Next week is Safe Boating Week in 
Texas and if you spend very much 
time around Texas lakes you know 
that every effort needs to be made to 
get Texans to try a little harder to 
make boating safer. 
In 1973 there were 74 boating 
deaths in Texas and it is surprising 
that there were not more when you 
watch some people operate their 
boat 
The Texas Safety 
Association 
points out that at least half of the 
recreational drowning victims in the 
United States last year never in­ 
tended going into the water in the 
first place. Either they were in­ 
volved in a boat sinking or they 
slipped, tripped or fell into the 
water. Most of these “surprise 
victim s” were not wearing a

Mrs. Smith will lead local 
volunteers in raising funds to 
support research and care 
programs for children af­ 
fected by lung-damaging 
diseases like cystic fibrosis, 
severe 
asthm a, 
chronic 
bronchitis, 
bronchiectasis, 
and 
a 
condition 
called 
“childhood emphysema.” 
Cystic Fibrosis, an in­ 
curable genetic disease, is 
inherited when both parents 
carry the recessive gene for 
C F. It is believed that one in 
twenty persons of IO million 
Americans may carry the C- 
F gene, usually without 
knowing it. Current research 
funded by the National Cystic 
Fibrosis Research Foun­ 
dation is seeking a practical 


test to identify these carriers. 
Because 
of 
improved 
therapy 
and 
constant 
research, many C-F patients 
are living beyond infancy to 
their teens and into young 
adulthood. That same kind of 
therapy is relieving and often 
curing children suffering 
from other respiratory af­ 
flictions whose symptoms 
resemble those of C-F. 
Most people don’t realize 
that there are six million 
children in the U.S. affected 
by pulmonary illness. For 
some of these children, 
breathing is not the natural 
function we, who are lucky, 
take for granted.

Agent Gives Tips to 


Gardeners On Moisture 


Classifieds get results. 


Hot, dry summer weather 
is here and that means 
following certain practices 
to “stretch” the moisture 
available for your lawn and 
garden. 
“Wise use of available 
moisture helps keep your 
lawn and garden plants 
growing and healthy while at 
the same time reducing the 
amount of irrigation water 
required,” points out Kirby 
Clayton, Jones County Ex­ 
tension agent. 
To start with, Clayton 
suggests a good mulch at 
least two inches deep around 
flowers, shrubs and other 


plants. 
This 
reduces 
evaporation loss from the soil 
surface, lowers the soil 
temperature, reduces weed 
growth and cuts down on soil 
cultivation. Shredded pine 
bark, pine straw wood chips, 
chopped wheat or oat straw 
or other organic matter is 
good for mulching. 
When watering, Clayton 
recommends soaking the soil 
to a depth of 6 to IO inches. Of 
course where the soil surface 
is sloping, watering should be 
reduced to avoid excessive 
runoff. 
“ Deep 
watering 
en­ 
courages 
deep 
root 
penetration and provides a 
greater reservoir of moisture 
for plants. This enables 
plants to withstand dry 
weather better than when 
waterings are light and 
frequent. After a thorough 
soaking of the soil, watering 
can be delayed until plants 
begin to wilt.” 
Clayton advises applying 
fertilizer, insecticides or 
fungicides to plants only 
when there is moisture in the 
soil. Severe foliage burn can 
occur if these materials are 
applied when plants are 
under water stress con­ 
ditions. Fertilize lawns when 
needed since a well-fertilized

Farmers and ranchers, get 
ready for the 1974 Census of 
Agriculture! 
Keep 
good 
records of your farming 
operations this year! This is 
the request of the Bureau of 
the Census, the Federal 
agency that will conduct the 
20th nationwide Census of 
Agriculture during the first 
part of 1975. The Bureau is 
part of the U.S. Department 
of Commerce’s Social and 
Economic Statistics Ad­ 
ministration. 
Farmers will receive their 
report forms by mail early in 
January. They should fill 
them out and mail them back 
promptly. Having accurate 
and detailed records will 
make it easy for farmers to 
do this. Questions will be 
much like those in the last 
previous agriculture census 
which covered farming and 
ranching during 1969. 
Questions will ask for 
acreage of cropland har­ 
vested; quantity and market 
value 
of 
m ajor 
crops 
produced; acres irrigated 
and means of irrigation; 
acreage 
treated 
with 
pesticides, lime and other 
chemicals; acreage fertilized 
by kind of fertilizer (dry,

Questions on livestock and 
poultry will cover the number 
of each kind on the farm as 
well as the number sold and 
the sales value. Quantities 
and sales value of their 
products will be sought. 
Details will be requested 
about 
farm 
products 
produced or marketed under 
contract. A few questions will 
be included about hired and 
contract labor, the number of 
workers and cash wages 
paid; also about any injuries 
to workers. 
F u rth er 
expenditure 
questions will cover amounts 
spent for feed, fertilizer, 
pesticides, lime, gasoline and 
other farm fuels, machine 
hire, and livestock and 
poultry purchases. 
There will be questions 
about the various types and 
uses of land, such as cropland 
not harvested, other pasture 
and woodland, and about the 
value of land and buildings on 
the farm. 
Operators will be asked 
about farm related income 
such as recreational services, 
customwork provided other 
farmers, or payments for 
participation in Government 
farm programs. 
Two types of report forms 
are being prepared: one for 
farms with sales of $2500 or 
more, and another less 
detailed form for places with 
sales of less than $2500. No 
matter which form a farmer 
receives, he need answer only 
those questions that apply to 
his operation. He should skip 
questions that apply only to 
other types of agricultural 
operations. 
By Federal law, every 
report is confidential. It may 
be seen only by sworn Census 
employees and may be used 
only for statistical purposes. 
The mail method reinforces 
confidentiality. It also allows 


the farmer to complete the 
with accurate information 
report at his convenience ® from his record*.
